REGULATING THE 
DIET. 


THE DANGER OF 
FLIES. 
BY A MEDICAL OFFICER OF HEALTH. 


i, should always regulate our diet very 
W carefully at all times of the year, but 
at no period is this so necessary as 
ng the hot summer months. Oar bodies 
adapt themselves to the different 
degrees of temperature which we experience, 
| one of the ways in which we ourselves 
help is by seeing that our food is of 
right quantity and quality. Broadly 
speaking, we do not require as miuch food 
during the summer as we do in the winter. 
Most people find this out very quickly for 
themselves, and it is a common occurrence 
to discover that the appetite diminishes 
x the hot weather. ‘This, however, need 
ive rise to no alarm, as it is quite normal 
and just what one would expect. 

Not only that, the kind of food we eat 
should be different during the sutnmer 
months. It is difficult to lay down hard and 
fast rules, as people vary in their special 
requirements, but you ma~ take it that what 
we require most of all is easily digested and 
not too stimulating foods. We can obtain 
these frem such articles as fruit, fresh green 
vegetables, especially in the form of salads, 
fish, game and occasional meat dishes. Too 
much meat is sometimes badly tolerated dur- 
ing this time, although, of course, you must 
always remember that we cannot entirely do 
without this article of diet. 

Another fact we should never forget is the 
danger of allowing food to * go bad” during 
the hot weather. This is much. more likely 
to occur in summer than in the colder months, 
and we must always be on our guard against 
it. If you think there is any chance of food 
ind this applies, of course, to milk also), 
ever being contaminated in any way, do not 
ise it, otherwise the consequences may be 
disastrous. 

Still another point. See that all food is 

covered and protected against flies and 
r insects. These breed disease, and should 
cept out at all costs. 

Finally, we should take as much fluids as 
can during the hot weather. This flushes 
our kidneys, helps to get rid of any 
ns in the system, and keep our skin

The severity of the scholastic frocks is off- 
set by numerous elaborate toilettes copied 
from past periods. 

The Empire line is dead; narrower skirts 
make the wearer step precisely, and capes 
and scarves flutter in the wind. 


New Skirt Lengths. 


With a view to forcing the hand of the 
dress-creators, a well-known expert was able 
to extract more than one opinion as to skirt 
lengths. The height of a summer skirt 
above the ground is of far greater importance 
to the average woman than its general make 
as to straight or flaring lines; and the dress- 
makers think so, too. 

The new morning or town skirts and the 
skirts that are more definitely for sports 
wear will quite certainly be above mid-calf, 
and not below that length, as they are now 
being worn, . 

They are certainly more chic when about 
three centimetres (an inch and a quarter) 
above mid-calf, but they must not approach 
that unfortunate shorter line which reveals 
the bend of the knee at the back.

Although dresses for day-time wear will be 
about mid-calf, those for evening will be 
long, of course. 

The Paris dressmakers positively believe in 
rather short day-time and sports clothes:

AN skirts. It is, of course, generally 
admitted that even the boldest skirt-shorten- 
ing must be modified according to individual 
lines and figure characteristics, 


Spots—of Beauty.

The pamphlet, states Keuter’s Tokio Cor- 
respondent, is headed “The English are the 
Enemy oi: Mankind.’’ Printed alongside is 
a ta with the title ““The Song of England's 
Punishment.”’ Roughly translated this 
reads :'—'' Stri.e and punish England! Strike 
and punish England! She is the enemy of 
justice. She is the enemy of justice. Strike 
and punish England! Strike and punish 
England! She is the enemy of humanity. 
She is the enemy of humanity. Strike and 
— England! Strike and punish England! 
She is the enemy of peace. She is the enemy 
of p . Hurrah for the (Japanese) 

Apart from this latest version of the 
“Hymn of Hate,” the pamphlet, which is 
printed in Japanese, denounces the abrogation 
of the Indo-Japanese Trade Convention and 
asserts that India was compelled, against 
her will, to cancel this agreement, and that, 
as Britain has interfered in order to destroy 
friendly trade relations between Japan and 
India and has declared economic war on Japan 
and on Orientals in general, the tibe is ripe for 
Japan to go to the help of the 350,000,000 
Indians enslaved by the British. The 
pamphlet concludes with the assertion that 
“just as Manchuria is Japan's life-line on 
land, so are the South Seas, the Pacific and 
the Indian Ocean her life-line on the sea.” 


COMMON AUTHORSHIP. 


Although the various anti-British . posters 
and pamphlets published of late are all 
ostensibly the products of different ‘‘leagues’’ 
and “‘societies,’’ internal evidence appears to 
point to a common authorship; the same 
little group of Indian malcontents and 
Japanese reactionaries it is thought. As such, 
their outpourings should not be taken too 
seriously, though it is an unfortunate fact 
that, on account of the growing resentment 
throughout the country against Great Britain 
over the tariff question, the number of 
Japanese who now lend a ready ear to anti- 
British propaganda of this kind is undoubtedly 
far greater than it would be in normal times. 

It is, in fact. perhaps, not lacking in 
significance that the Osaka Mainichi—a paper 
bowsting of a daily circulation of, roughly, 
,000,000-—has been giving considerable pro- 
minence of late to the views of one of the 
most. active Indian malcontents in Japan, and 
has been featuring the “ revelation,’’ mace 
by him and two of his friends, that the 
Indian masses have had nothing to do witi 
the imposition of the recent increase of duty 
on Japanese cotton goods entering India, and 
that they are definitely opposea to it. The 
English edition of this paper has even gone 
to the trouble of publishing a special four- 
page supplement’ designed to expose the 
Machiavellian machinations of Great Britain 
— Japan in this and in other respects, 
while the Indian malcontent has been given 
the courtesy of its columns in order to 
thunder against Lord Willingdon’s ‘‘ adminis- 
tration of injustice and lawlessness,’’ and 
against ‘‘the worst sort of oppression cf 
brutish imperialism,’’ under which India has 
— ‘for more than a century and a 
half.”’ 

Similar propagandist railings against 
British rule in india are likewise bua served 
up to their readers by other leading papers 
and magazines in Japan at the present time. 
The explanation is not far to seek. It 1s 
simply that the Japanese, in their resent- 
ment over the tariff question, are now giving 
ear to the subtle propaganda of this handful 
of Indian malcontents, who for years paat 
have worked hard to prepare the ground, 
with the help of their reactionary, allies.

IDENTIFYING DOCTORS. 


THUMB-PRINTS TO BE 
REGISTERED. 


The thumb-prints and signature of a doctor 

will henceforth be affixed fo the diploma 
qualifying him to practise m New South 
Wales. The Secretary of the New South 
Wales Medical Board says that Sydney Uni- 
versity has adopted this scheme to safeguard 
the public against impersonation. 
It was recognised, states Reuter’s Corre- 
spondent, as the only safe method of identi- 
fication in case a doctor’s papers were stolen, 
or lost, and fell into wrong hands. The 
Secretary added that there had been cases ot 
impersonation, and it was hoped that the 
thumb-prints scheme would be adopted 
throughout the world to give protection 
against ' guacks “" in all countries. 


WHEAT FOR FOOD. 
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GERMAN BARTER PLAN. 


A proposal to support the grain market 
by the extensive bartering of German for 
foreign grain, is recommended by the West 
German Chambers of Commerce. 

The scheme {according to Reuter from 
Dusseldorf) envisages :—(1) The exchange of 
German soft wheat and wheat products (not 
suitable for bread) for hard foreign wheat; 
(2) the exchange of German rye and rye meal 
for foreign rye of bread-making quality and 
for foreign fodder, barley and maize; (3) the 
exchange of other grains, such as oats and 
barley, for foreign fodder grain.

Carget-Shooting. 


In connection with the recent Bisley 
championships, it is interesting to recall 
that the first long-range target in Ireland 
was erected at Markree Castle, Co. Sligo, 
by Mr. A. B. Leech, in 1859. Mr. Leech, 
an enthusiastic advocate of target-shooting, 
worked hard for its advancement in this 
country, with the result that in 1865 an 
Irish team, under the captaincy of the 
Marquis of Donegal, competed for the first 
time at Wimbledon with England and 
Scotland.- From this time onwards an 
Irish team was sent over annually until, 
in 1873, they were successful in winning 
the trophy. Then, as champions, they sent 
a challenge to the United States of 
America, which was accepted, the prepara- 
tions. for this, the first Irish-American 
match, causing widespread interest on both 
sides of the Atlantic. In 1874 the Irish 
team. went out, and the match took place 
at Creedmore, near New York. The 
Americans ‘were victorioús, but only by a 
narrow margin, the Irish team putting up 
a very strong fight. 


Unpopular Civil Servants. 


A retired official recently remarked to 
me that he could not understand why 
civil servants were so unpopular in the 
Free State. In Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland they are the most re- 
spected members of the community, and 
there are no vociferous demands for 
drastic “‘ cyts’’ in their remuneration. 
I understand that. many of the officials 
who :sacrificed the security of the British 
Civil Service for the present insecurity of 
the Irish Free State service are bitterly 
regretting the step which they took eleven 
years ago. Of course, they never imagined 
that unilateral action could alter their 
conditions of service to their detriment. 


Service 7 raditions. 


The transferred officers were educated 
in the best traditions of H.M. Civil 
Service, and they were an invaluable 
acquisition to the youthful Free State. 
Some years ago a Board of Inquiry into 
the British Civil Service in its report 
stated that: “ Practical rules for the 
guidance of social conduct depend also as 
much upon the instinct and perception of 
the individual as upon cast-iron formulas ;

of civil servants themselves. The public 
expects from them a standard of integrity 
and conduct. not only inflexible, but 
fastidious, and has not been disappointed 
in the past. We are confident that we 
are expressing the view of the service 
when we say that the public have a right 
to expect that standard, and that it is 
the duty of the service to see that the 
expectation is fulfilled.”” Yet the officials 
who faithfully follow this code of ethics

A settlement was announced in the part 
heard appeal in the case of John Reilly, of 
Trim, against Mrs. Cecilia Hope, of Enfield. 
The plamtiff, as administrator of the estate 
of the late James J. Reilly, of Trim, appealed 
from an order of the High Court dismissing 
his action for a declaration that a deposit 
receipt for £18,177 and the interest thereon 
amounting to £63, in the joint names of the 
late James J. Reilly and Mrs. Cecilia Hope, 
was part of the assets of the late James J. 
Reilly, whose estate at the time of his death 
was valued at over £60,000. The late Mr. 
Reilly’s wife is dead, and Mrs. Hope is her 
sister. The respondent’s case was that the 
amount of the deposit receipt was an irrevo- 
cable trust created in her favour. 

Mr. Price, K.C.; Mr. Wood, K.C.; Mr. E. 
J. Kelly. K.C., and Mr. Bacon (instructed by 
Mr. D. J. Reilly) appeared for the appellant ; 
and Mr. Lavery, K.C.; Mr: Binchy, K.C., 
and Mr. McGonigal (instructed by Mr. L. J. 
O'Neill) for the respondent. 

Before the Court rose on Wednesday the 
Chief Justice suggested that in the meanwhile 
the parties might consider the matter, and 
said that if a certain view of the case were 
taken Mrs. Hope would lose every penny. 
There were only two parties interested in the 
state. 

When the case was-called yesterday, 

Mr. Wood said that following the very 
helpful remarks of the Chief Justice -on 
the previous day, the parties had agreed 
to the terms of a settlement. The parties had 
agreed to take the £18,177 on deposit receipt 
with accrued interest, in respective moieties, 
and there were some consequential provisions 
in the settlement. :

LONGFORD FARMER’S WILL 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 


Mr, 'T. W. Delaney, . solicitor, Longford, 
brought an action to establish the will, dated 
August 25, 1917, of James Hanley, farmer 
and retired shopkeeper, who carried on busi- 
ness at Newtowncashel, Co, Longford. Agnes 
Gerathy, O’Connell street, Athlone, contested 
the will on the usual statutory grounds, and 
further alleged that James Hanley, the sup- 
posed dead man, was not dead. 

Mr. Cecil Lavery, K.C., and Mr. Robert 8. 
Hogan (instructed by Messrs. C. J. P. 
Farrell and Co.) appeared for the plaintiff; 
and Mr. Barra ó Brain (instructed by 
Messrs. Fair and Murtagh) for the defendant. 

It appeared that Haniey lived in 61 Marl- 
Dubiin, in 1917, and left 
saying he was going to. County Longford, but 
his body was later found in a cave in that 
county.

COUNTY CORK ACCIDENT. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND 
i SUSTICE O'BYRNE.) es 


Two appeals were heard together in cross- 
actions, in which the parties were the Texas 
Co. (of Ireland), Lid,, 43 and 44 Lower 
O'Connell street, Dublin, and Brennans, Ltd., 
Bandon, Co, Cork, each party being, respec- 
tively, plaintiff and defendant. The actions, 
which,came before Circyit Judge Kenny, Cork 
City and County, on April 23, 1931, arose out 
of an accident which occurred on October 8, 
1930, when a lorry, the property of the Texas 
Co,, and a van belonging to Brennans, Ltd., 
collided.

Mr. Fitzgibbon, challenging the claim of 
the plaintiffs to the exclusive right to salmon 
and trout fishing on portion of Lough Melvin 
subject to the privilege given to tenants 
with boats to fish for trowt, submitted that 
the right of fishing, sometimes called the ex 
elusive right of fishing, or several right of 
fishing, was, and could be, Mothiug more or 
less than an incident of the ownership of the 
bed and soil of the waters in which the fish- 
ing was carried om. He would, he said, 
satisfy his lordship that the law of this coun- 
try was that in the case of a grant, or 
demise of land abutting upon non-tidal waters. 
there was a presumption that the bed and 
soil of the water were included in the parcels 
of land held by those abutting on the 
waters. As tenants, the defendants in the 
area action got, in the purchase of their 
oldings on the Johnston estate under the 
Act of 1903, the bed and soil of Lough Mel- 
vin.

THE PRESUMPTION. 


The principle was that when they found a 
parcel of land abutting upon a river or large 
waters granted or demised or conveyed, the 
presumption, in the absence of something to 
rebut it, was that that parcel extended ont 
into the bed and soil of the water. He would 
show that in the present case the presump- 
tion was not rebutted, They were all familiar 
with cases in which the bed and soil of 
waters went to the tenants. 

Was it to be suggested, counsel asked, that 
in all the holdings throughout the country 
where rivers ran through them, or alongside 
them. tenants’ cattle were trespassing on 
the landlord’s estate when they went into the 
water to drink or, in the summer, to coo! 
themselves? lf the bed and soil of the river 
did not go with the holdings the cattle were 
trespassing. 

“I must lose this case.” counsel stated, 
‘‘ if I do not satisfy your lordship that by the 
law my holding includes the bed and soil of 
Lough Melvin. Why is it that Section 13 of 
the Land Act of 1903 provides for the reserva- 
tion of the fishing if the tenant does not get 
the bed and soil of rivers and waters?”’ 

Mr. Fitzgibbon then cited a large number 
of authorities in support of his arguments, 
including cases having reference to Loughs 
Neagh, Erne and Conn, 

Answering Mr, Justice Meredith, 


MEETING A DIFFICULTY, 


Mr. Fitzgibbon admitted that in the case. 
of an irregular-shaped body of water like 
that of Lough Melvin there might be a great 
geometrical difficulty in deciding each 
tenant’s portion. In Scotland, he said, this 
difficulty was met by the tenants fishing in 
common, u 

Counsel, continuing, said that so far from 
there ap any act of ownership’ by the 
plaintiffs that would rebut the presumption 
in law that the bed and soil of the lake 
belonged to the tenants, the evidence was 
all the other way. He would prove that the 
tenants always had taken sand and gravel 
out of the lake and sold them to the County 
Council; and that on two occasions - Mr. 
Johnston himself was prevented by the tenants 
from taking sand out of the lake, and had to 
pay his own tenants for the sand. 


SPORTING RIGHTS, 


When the landlord was selling his land to 
the tenants under the 1903 Act, counsel con- 
tinued, he could have reserved the sporting 
rights, but all Mr. Johnston did was to 
reserve those rights only for his own life- 
time, after which they passed to the tenants. 
That was one of the points on which he 
relied in the provisional agreement for pur- 
chase made in March, 1908. Twenty of the 
tenants declined to sign that agreement, and 
he assumed that they did so because then the 
fishing rights were reserved to the landlord. 
In the formal agreement, however, the vender 
reserved those rights only for his lifetime. 

The authorities he quoted established the 
fact, counsel submitted, that a parcel of land 
at the edge of a river or lake, where they 
had got a grant in any form, carried with it 
the land under the water. 

Evidence was then heard, . 

Terence Connolly, TLarganhugh, County 
eitrim, replying to Mr. McGuckin, stated 
that he was not one of the defendants in the 
present action. His land came down to 
within a few perches of the shore of Lough 
Melvin, There was an unrestricted right to 
the tenants on the Johnston estate to fishing 
with rod and line from the shore for trout, 
perch and eels, and an unrestricted right to 
fish for trout, perch and eels from boats from 
the 1st July to the Ist October. 

“ Was there ever any interference by any- 
one connected with the Johnston estate ?”' 


Mr. McGuckin asked. 


“ Not to my knowledge,” the witness 
replied. 

en a the witness stated that the 
tenants took sand and gravel out of the 
lough and sold it to contractors and to the 
County Council. The late Mr. James Johns-. 
ton had to pay for the gravel he took from 
the lough. : 

In cross-examination by. Mr, Jellett, the 


witness said that he claimed fishing rights on 


the lough, though his land did not abut on 
the lough. i 

Thady Connolly, a farmer residing near 
Lough Melvin, gave similar evidence. His 
lands did not abut on the lough. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Phelps, the 
witness stated that the farmers abutting the 
lough had eight or nine boats. 

Phelix McGowan stated that his farm 
abutted on the lough. He fished on the lough 
and was never stopped. 

The further hearing was adjourned until 
to-day.

Their wheat and «maize are ground in the 
community windmill; they produce enough 
fruit and vegetables for their own needs, and 
the olive harvest is sent off in the communal 
ox-carts to the nearest factory to be turned 
into olive oil.

CHANCE. COAL-CLEANING 
PROCESS. 


The first commercial instaliation in Britain 
of the Chance sand flotation process of clean-

In the Chance process, by which some 


40,000,000 tons of coal are being treated 
annually in America, the separation of the 
impurities is effected entirely by gravity. The 


medium employed is a mixture of sand and 
water kept in agitation. The density of the 
mixtare can be controlled by varying the 
amount of water, and is so regulated that the 
coal floats while the impurities sink, the 
difference in the specific gravities causing 
separation of the coal and the refuse. 

At the Newmarket Colliery all the raw coal 
between 6in. and “wy-in. is delivered to the 
washer, which has a capacity of 100 tons an 
hour. Coal jarger than 6in. is taken to the 
lump-picking belts, while that. smaller than 
qr-in. will, when the pulverized fuel plant 
now in course of erection is finished, be used 
in firing four Lancashire boilers. The actual 
washer is a conical vessel, 10ft. in diameter 
at the top, which is filled with the sand 
and water mixture kept in agitation partly 
hydraulically and partly mechanically. The 
clean coal, floating on the surface of the 
fluid mass, is carried round to the exit 
weir over which it flows in a stream of sand 
and water to the shaker screen, where the 
sand and water are removed and the coal is 
sized and delivered into railway wagons. The 
heavier refuse, on the other hand, sinks 
through the fluid mass and collects in a 
ré gin sí below, from which it is evacuated 
automatically at predetermined intervals by 
entrance and exit gates worked by compressed 
air. The sand and water from the washer 
drain to the bottom of a sump, also conical 
in shape; the sand collecting there is pumped 
back to the washer, and the water, rising and 
overflowing into the water sump, 1s also re- 
turned by a pump. 

One of the advantages claimed for the 
Chance washer is ability to effect a sharp cut 
at the density required, while the operating 
density can he altered in a few minutes to 
allow different seams to be washed or to en- 
able the ash content of the coal to be varied 
according to market requirements. The wash- 
ing efficieney, it is stated, is not affected by 
variations in the ash content of the raw coal, 
nor by the size and shape of the particles, so 
that cobbles or even larger coal can be washed 
as easily as nuts or slack, and in the same 
cone, which works equally well with inter- 
mittent or variable feed within its maximum 
capacity, and gives rise to no measurable 
breakage of the coal.

MINISTER’S REPLY. 


Mr.. MacENTEE, Minister for Finance, in 
reply, said that with regard to a point raised 
by Senator Toa! in reference to motor taxa- 
tion, a very great change had taken place 
since the Road Fund was established. When 
it was first introduced, the roads were in any- 
thing but a satisfactory state, and motors 
were few. He could not accept the point of 
view that the proceeds of motor taxation 
should be reserved in part for the upkeep and 
maintenance of the reads. ‘There were suffi- 
cient sums set aside for that purpose. With 
respect to arrears, about which some questions 
had been asked, he wished to say that when 
a Department of State went to collect money, 
it never got assistance. The local authorities 
had responsibility, and they should induce, 
or compel by force of public opinion, people 
who were wilfully in arrear, to discharge 
their obligations in respect of the land 
annuities. 

On the question of the British markets, 
Mr. McEntee said that, irrespective of whether 
there had been an economic dispute or not, 
they should have to accept a serious restric- 
tion in their export trade, In the opinion of 
the British Government and agriculturists, 
Ireland had far too large a share in the 
British market. There was no alternative, 
They were going to be put out of the cattle 
trade because the British thought they had 
too large a share of it, and they wanted to 
give it to their own people, If there had been 
no tarifis, and if their cattle were going 
| through into the British markets, then prices 
in Great Britain would fall lower and lower, 
and the pressure on the British Government 
to restrict that inflow would become greater 
and greater. No matter what Government 
was In power now or in the future, thev would 
have to deal with the position that the free 
flow of their cattle would be further restricted. 

The bill passed the second reading, and the 
Committee stage, was fixed for next Tuesday. 


DAIL EIREANN LOANS. 


MINISTER ON THE REAL 
ISSUES, 


On the second reading of the Dáil Eireann 
Loans and Funds (Amendment) Bill, 1933, 
the MINISTER FOR FINANCE (Mr. 
MacEntee) said that the long Gisovssions In 
the Dail had probably obscured the real 
issues involved by this measure. “The bill 
was one which would enable the Government 
of the Irish Free State to honour obligations 
contracted in the name of the Irish people 
over thirteen years ago. When Dail Eireann 
—the first of the Irish Republic—adopted thi- 
resolution, moved: by the then Minister for 
Finance, the late General Michael Collins, the 
terms of that resolution were as follows :— 
“Tt is agreed that an additional sum of 
twenty-three million, one fifty thousand 
dollars be issued for subscription to the loan 
of the Government of the frish Republic in 
the United States of America, thus ifcreasing 


to 25,000,000 
Armed with the authority conferred on him 
hy that resolution, the President of . the 
Executive Council, Mr, de Valera, the then 
President. of the Irish Republic, raised in the 
United States of America two loans. first, 
which was issued on January, Ist, 1920. 
attracted over 275,000 subscribers, and yielded 
the sum of 5,123,640 dollars, which at the 
rate of exchange which prevailed at that 
time would be equivalent te £1,600,000 
sterling. The second issue, which was 
launched on November 15, 1921, and which 
remained open for approximately a fortnight. 
attracted in that time subscribers to the 
number of 32,842, and yielded the sum of 
670,730 dollars, or approximately £190,000. 


THE RECEIPT, 


In the process of raising these loans, Mr. 
de Valera issued the oer personal re- 
ceipt to the subscribers:—‘‘1, Eamon de 
Valera, President of the Republic of Ireland, 
acting in the name and by the authority of 
the elected representatives of the Irish nation, 
issue the certificate in acknoWledgment 
of your subscription of 100 dollars 
to the first national loan of the 
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the total amount for issuing in that country. 


Griffith and the late Michael Collins, giving 
hin power to act on behalf of the ps lin, 
tives of the Irish Republic. During the 
period in which he was in America differences 
of opinion arose as to who was

BRITISH PROPAGANDA. 


On the 23rd June, 1920, the late Arthur 
Griffith wrote to certain persons in America 
pointing out that British propaganda cir- 
culated through the Press tended to create 
the impression that Mr, de Valera was not 
acting on behalf of the Irish people. “Mr. 
de Valera,” he said, ‘‘ was vested. with the 
full authority of the Cabinet and Congress 
of Ireland’’ He added that any word or 
action which might discredit his position 
— be taken as an affront to the Irish 
ublic. 
hese obligations were immediately taken 
over by those members of Dail E‘:cann who 
supported the Treaty. In 1924 a bill deal-

_ Having read various correspondence deal- 
ing with the matter of the Dail Bonds, Mr, 
MacENTEE said that that was a definite, 
explicit pledge given by the Minister for 
External Affairs in the Cumann na nGaedheal 
administration of 1927-1931 to the representa- 
tive of the Government of the United States 
of America in this country and communi- 
cated by him to the Secretary of State in 
Washington, He thought that if there was 
nothing else on record the Oireachtas would 
ve bound to pass this bill, certainly without 
the unseemly discussion that disgraced the 
proceedings in the other House. 


THE “TRISH PRESS.” 


_ On the 30th January, 1950, an appeal was 
issued for assignments of bonds to see a 
daily newspaper in Ireland, In the appeal 
the greatest care was taken to ox Bs to 
those who might be the recipients that the 
bends they were asked to assign were 
articles of value. Consequently, if they 
assigned these to Mr. > tae they were 
doing it with their eyes open. He thought 
that it would be very wrong, having bor- 
rowed money from certain individuals, and 
giving them pledges and promises, that 
when the moment came to meet and honour 
these pledges they should say: ‘‘ We will not 
repay what we owe because you have dealt 
with your claim upon us in a manner we 
do not like.” That was the case that was 
made in the Dail. The number of assign- 
ments made to Mr. de Valera was not Tor 
the purpose of 7'he Jruh Press, was not half 
of the total number assigned, and did not 
represent half of the value of the bonds 
assigned. 


AMERICAN MINISTER’S 
LETTER, 


The Minister for External Affairs had 
received a letter from the American Minister 
in Dublin. The latter had been communicated 
with that day, and stated that he had no 
objection to that letter being read to the 
Senate if such was considered necessary, It 
had been stated in the Dail that no uest 
for repayment had ever been sede, Sin 
letter was received from the American 
Minister on 5th December, 1932, and read :— 

“1 have the honour to refer to my note 
of July 29th, 1930, respecting the repayment 
to the American subscribers to the so called 
Irish Republican Loan floated in the U.S.A. 
The Legation has on files two notes dated 
7th and 18th August, 1930, and signed on 
behalf of the then Minister for External 
Affairs by the Secretary of the Department, 
in which 1 was informed that my note of 
July 29th was under consideration by that 
Department and was to be considered Le the 
Minister for Finance. I have received no 
reply although more than two years have 
elapsed, and although the subject dealt with 
jis an important one, must invite your 

attention to the matter, and request to be 
informed what action the Free State Govern- 
ment is taking with regard to it.’’ 


MR. MACENTEER’S PLEA, 


Continuing, Mr. MacEntee asked the 
member of the Senate to consider, in view 
of the “Ea undertaking given to the 
American Minister by the Free State Minister 
for External Affairs on the 26th July, 1928, 
to the effect that the Government of the Free 
State acknowledged its obligations to repay 
the bond holders of the external Joan, and 
had stated that the question was only one of 
time and machinery, what reply could any 
responsible Government give to that inquiry 
of the American Minister received on the 
Sth December, 1932? 

On. December 17, 1932, the President of 
the Executive Council, as Minister for Ex- 
ternal Affairs, had written to the American 
Minister informing him of the decision 
of the Government that the sum of one dollar 
and twenty-five cents, either in stock or cash. 
would be repaid for each dollar subscribed 
in the loan, and that legislation would be 
introduced in the Dail as soon as it met in 
February to that. effect. 


DISGRACEFUL, 


Mr. McLOUGHLIN said that the proposals 
contained in the bill were the most disgrace- 
ful ever brought before the Parliament. The 
real object of the bill was to order the Minister 
for Finance to pay President de Valera 
£80,000 or £100, for party propaganda. 
Such a ‘proposal would not be tolerated in 
any other country, but public opinion in this 
country was so demoralised as to be numb. 

If the Cumann na nGaedheal Government 
attempted to devote public money into an 
enterprise of which President Cosgrave was 
head all the supporters of Fianna Fail would 
denounce it as a case of gross jobbery, but 
when it was done by the white-robed idealist 
of Fianna Fail it was merely a legitimate 
effort to assist a great national enterprise. 
When the late Government of the Free State 
voluntarily undertook the payment of the 
bonds they issued a warning that they would 
repay them only to individual subscribers, 
and not to any cerporation holding a block 
of bonds or to any trafficers in the bonds, as 
they were not negotiable. Mr. de Valera's 
agents, however, took assignments of the 
bonds to the value of £80, or £100,000, 
and now Mr. de Valera introduced this bill 
to pay these assignments to himself, 


COFFERS OF “ TRISH PRESS.”
